According to the article, the 
Chicago office of HUD will not accept a plan proposed by 
individuals in Decatur interested in public housing and 
urban renewal whereby an area in the vicinity of the 
"Torrence Park"' Decatur, Illinois, will be given urban 
renewal. HUD objects to the public housing proposed as 
a part of the urban renewal.
